W ASHINGTON UB — Are the Democrats g oing to 
make their 1960 presidential cam paig n ag ainst P res­ 
ident Eisenhower, the Republican party , or Vice 
President Richard M. Nix on, the only Republican 
candidate in sig ht? 
The Democrats will be fig hting their 1956 cam ­ 
paig n ag ainst Eisenhower all ov er ag ain if the course 
taken Thursday by Sen. John F. Kennedy (D-Mass) 
is an ex ample of w hat’s to come. 
Kennedy , now running for the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination, made a speech before the N a­ 
tional Press Club. He not only attacked Eisenhow­ 
e r’s presidential perform ance but said: 
The central issue in the 1960 contest is “ not the 
farm problem or defense of India” but the “presi­ 
dency itself.” 
Althoug h 
Eisenhower is 
not the 
1960 candidate, Kennedy accused him of lack of 
leadership and do-nothing ism. 
His point was that the country needs to elect 
as its nex t president a man who is the opposite of 
Eisenhower. This is ex actly the course the Demo­ 
crats pursued in 1956 when Eisenhower ran for his 
second term . 
It was fatal. The v oters showed what they thoug ht 
of the Democratic arg um ent by re-electing Eisen­ 
hower ov erwhelming ly . 
And at this moment, when Kennedy is blazing 
away at him, Eisenhower is probably at or near 
the hig hest m ark of his popularity in his two White 
House term s. Which raises a q uestion: 
If the v oters ig nored the D em ocrats’ arg um ents 
ag ainst Eisehnower in 1956, what makes Kennedy 
or any other Dem ocrat think the v oters won’t do the 
sam e this y ear, especially since Eisenhower isn’t 
ev en running . 
While Eisenhower retained both his popularity 
and the presidency the v oters three tim es in a ro w - 
1954-1956-1958—repudiated the Republicans as a party 
by g iv ing control of Cong ress to the Dem ocrats 
each time. 
The story g ot worse as it went along . In 1958 
the v oters drowned the Republicans by g iv ing con­ 
trol of Cong ress to the Democrats by the big g est 
m ajority in both House and Senate since early New 
Deal day s. 
It was thoug ht then that Eisenhower, unable to 
run ag ain, would be tram pled on by the swarming 
Dem ocrats in Cong ress and probably pretty much 
ig nored by his own Republicans too, since he was 
in the last two y ears of his presidency . 
The contrary happened, for since 1958 Eisenhower 
has shown more activ e leadership than at any time 
since he first took office.
